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( ii ) In rule (2 ) for the words " The senior Assistant Collector of Customs 

shall be competent in the temporary absence of the Collector of 
Customs, to cxercise all or any of the powers conferred on the 

latter officer " the following shall be substituted , namely :-- 
" The senior Assistant Collector of Customs shall be competent, in the 

temporary absence of both the Collector of Customs end the 
Deputy Collector of Customs, to exercise all or any of the 

powers conferred on a Chief Custons Officer. "
